A-MAN SWALLOWED BY A WHALE.

. A SPLENDID Beker 

The following story, which appsared recently 
in the Great. Yarmouth Mercury, deserves to be 
raproduoevd in full :— 

Last Fobraary tho whaling slip Star of the 
East was in, the viehiity of the Falhland Island 
searching for whales, which were very searoe, 
One morning the look-ont sighted a whale ubout 
three miles away ov tho stavbourd quarter, ‘Two 
boats were mauned. In a ‘short time ono. of 
tha boats wai near enongh to enable the hur- 
‘pooner to.sond a spear into the whal, whieh 
proved to be an excedingly large one. With 
the shaft in ite’ aide, the auimal sounded 
and thon-spod away, dragging thy boat. after 
him, with terrible speed. He swam. straight 
away about five mles, when he tarned and came 
back almost: directly toward the spot where ha 
had been harpooned. Tha second boat waited for” 
him, and. when. but a short distance. away from 
‘Jit bo rose to the surface. .As soon as his back 
showed ab ive the surface of the water tho har- 
pooner in the second bait drove unother spear 
into him. The pain apparently cruised the 
whale; for it threshed about fearfully, and it was 
feared that tho boats would be swampel aud the 
praws drowned.. Finally, the whale swam away, 
Sagging tho. (wo- boats after him.
